Many thanks for your letter of January 27th., 1947 
which has just a rived. 

I am glad to have your confirmation that there was 
only one ’Ingot’ in the Brand collection. Unfortunately the 
records of the dealer in England who handled the largest ’ingot' 
were destroyed by eramey action. This means that I am afraid that 
toy manuscripts will have to go to the printers without the 
required checking. 

I appreciate thp fact thatyou feel that it is not within 
your power to give the name of the person into whose hands the 
Brand 'ingot' passed. However, the value "both historically and 
commercially, I think, of these pieces would rise from a public¬ 
ation of their full history. 

Would it he possible for you to forward this letter 
to the owner? I am most anxious to secure illustrations and 
to check certain information; and if the owner prefers that his 
name be not mentioned; I could simply state in my work that the 
piece is located in a private ( or public ) collection in the 
United States. The value of my work can only be gauged upon its 
reliability; and I have spent much time in researches into 
Government documents.

Gentlemen: 

In January and February,1944, we exchanged several letters relative to 
the possibility of adding some ancient c'ins to the Department here in the 
University. Various complications have prevented me from doing anything 
specific about this until now. Even so, it is well along in our fiscal year 
and I am uncertain that I have enough time to receive,and select from, an 
approval lot before receiving a notice from our Treasurer to halt requisitions 
until the next budgetary period. Perhaps we may be able to get under the wire 
this time, or at least I shal n have exact knowledge of what can be bought ?i nd 
the price for filing the necessary requisition later. 

May I request,therefore,that, if it is still possible, you favor me 
with a consignment of Roman denarii on approval. I would prefer the silver,but 
if small bronzes only are available for some items,they might also be included. 

I have been out of touch with prices for such material for several years and am 
not entirely sure that I may sound reasonable if I suggest that most of the items 
in which we would be interested at first ought not to be priced at much more than 
five dollars. I would also venture for your assistance the fact that we may be 
able to spend about one hundred dollars this year on coins. The other detail, 
necessary for your information is that we wish to create,in denarii if possible, 
a representative selection of coins with portraits of Roman Emperors and their 
wives,from Augustus on for several hundred years. Some of these rulers may be 
difficult or too expensive to acquire,but perhaps we can gradually accumulate 
a majority of them. I know that for exhibition purposes the pieces should be 
in superb condition,yet that,too,is an expensive proposition for many of those 
rulers. Suppose we try to compromise on coins which ,while not in”excellent” 
condition,will be reasonably clear in "ortrait and legend for the imperial 
portrait. The reverse will not mean much,so a selection can be made from those 
coins which are not rare because of the reverse. 

I shall be very pleased to have y u make up a selection which seems 
to you to fit best these conditions and send them to me at the earliest possible 
opportunity.
